The number 
of U.S. wounded went down to 
788 compared with 1,050 a week 
earlier. It was the lowest num- 
ber of wounded since the last 
week of 1967, when there were 
437. Of those wounded last 
week, 447 were hospitalized and 
341 did not require hospitaliza- 
tlon, the command announced. 


A total of 26,634 Americans 


have been killed in action from 
Jan. 1, 1961, through Aug. 10, 
the weekly summary said, while 
162,968 have been wounded. Of 
!,'the latter,-87,916 requiredhospi- 
talization. 


The U.S. and South Viet- 


namese commands said 1,642 of 
the enemy were killed last week 
and as usual added that this fig- 
ure was "subject to adjust- 
ment."

WARREN, Ark, (AP>-Circuit 


Judge G. B. Colvin Jr. of Per- 
mott 
prevented the Warren 


School Pistrlct Wednesday from 
carrying out a new desegrega- 
tion plan, but told the Hermi- 
tage schools to proceed with 
their plan to speed up integra- 
tion. 


Colvin issued a temporary in- 


junction prohibiting the Warren 
School Board from Implement- 
ing its plan to totally integrate 
the first six grades in the school 
term beginning later this month 
and the other six grades In the 
1969-70 school year. 


He set another hearing In the 


case Sept. 4, however. Colvin 
acted in the absence of vaca- 
tioning Chancellor Jim Merritt 
of McGehee, who will return for 
the September hearing. 


Warren's plan was adopted 


July 31 under pressure from the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. Colvin, how- 
evTerj ? upheld' th'e contention of 
the white plaintiffs that there 
was too little time to implement 
the plan. 


Both Warren and Hermitage 


have been oherating under free- 
dom-of-cholce plans. 


Hermitage's plan was adopted 


earlier than that of Warren and 
was approved by the HEW July 
3. Under it, the district will 
totally desegregate the upper 
six grades this year and the 
other six grades in 1969-70. 


Colvin said the Hermitage 


School Board had ample time 
to implement its plan.

Ganglions, Not Serious, 
Are Best Let Alone 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Ganglion, a rather common 


lesion, is a hernia or rupture 
of the enveloping capsule of 
one of the joints between the 
small bones of the wrist. It 
is sometimes called a syno- 
vial cyst. It is seen more 
often in women than in men 
but the cause is not known. 
It is not serious and, in most 
persons, produces no symp- 
toms. A few, however, may 
complain of weakness in the 
wrist and of mild pain on 
making a tight fist. 


A ^-ganglion sometimes dis- 


'a'p*p'e~a rs"5'spontaneously or 
when it accidentally receives 
a hard blow. Many ganglions 
have been treated at home by 
administering a sharp blow 
with the family Bible, but this 
t r e a t m e n t is not recom- 
mended because of the dan- 
ger of a more serious injury. 
Following this treatment the 
ganglion usually returns. If it 
causes no trouble and is not 
too noticeable, it is best to 
leave it alone. 


Complete surgical removal 


is advised by some authori- 
ties but this involves a pro- 
longed recovery period. Most 
doctors prefer a simpler 
method of treatment, such as 
w i t h d r a w a l of the fluid 
through a syringe, then in- 
jecting hydrocortisone i n t o 
the cyst.

'.'We learned early that we 


could survive under the poor- 
est of c i r c u m s t a n c e s , no 


matter w h a t setbacks we 
had," she said. 


She proved the truth of that 


statement during Humphrey's 
first political campaign in 
1943, when the practically un- 
known Hubert finished second 
in an eight-man race for 
mayor of Minneapolis. 


"When that campaign was 


over, we had just $7 left in 
the bank," she recalled. 
"Then Hubert found out that 
$1,700 in campaign bills, which 
we thought had been paid by 
his supporters, had not been 
paid at all and were being 
charged to him." 


They struggled to get out of 


debt. Mrs. Humphrey cared 
for her growing family while 
mowing the lawn and tending 
to duties as manager of a 
small apartment building. Her 
energetic husband was the 
building's maintenance man 
as well as part-time radio 
announcer and, whenever pos- 
sible, a paid political lecturer. 
They paid off all debts in a 
little over a year. 


Muriel Humphrey used to 


sew a l m o s t all her own 
clothes. She has been known 
to start cutting out a long 
dress one day and to wear it 
to a formal dinner the follow- 
ing evening. Petite, attract- 
ive Muriel wears clothes with 
a flair. She is knowledgeable 
in fashion and it was a delight 
to talk to her about it. 


"I love fabric," she said, 


"and American fabrics get 
better all the time.

"In Europe, ready-to-wear

"Vicky, our first grandchild, 


was born with the condition 
doctors call Down's Syndrome 
—she was what most people 
call a mongoloid. At first we 
were 
stunned. 
Like 
any 


family hearing such news,-we 
didn't know what we should 
do. And everyone is afraid to 
advise you." 


Refusing the a d v i c e of 


many to put the child into an 
institution, the 
Humphreys' 


daughter, Nancy, and her hus- 
band, Bruce, kept Vicky at 
home. 


"We found out that Vicky 


would be capable of learning 
a s u r p r i s i n g number of 
things," M u r i e l Humphrey 
said. "We found out, too, that 
she could be happy. At any 
rate, we realized she'd never 
be as unhappy about her con* 
dition as we were." 


Vicky is one of about 2.5 


million c h i l d r e n in this 
country with impaired or in- 
complete mental development, 


"This is a subject," Mrs. 
Humphrey added, "that few 
people would discuss not too 
long ago. Now we have a 
wonderful exchange of letters 
with people who have retard' 
ed children or know someone 
who has. I would Uke, in book 
form, to share these with 
others who need this kind of 
help. From your own expert* 
ence you can let them www 
what to expect, howfar to go 
and when to stop pushing." 


Mrs. Humphrey believes that 
the so-called "unemployable" 
need this same kind of watch' 
ful assistance in order to be- 
come employable. "Each time 
we have served somebody like 
this we have 
1 added to our 
worth," she said. 


"When you live with a re- 
tarded child," Mrs. Humphrey 
explained, "it is even more 
distressing to watch so many 
young people destroy their 
own minds, to purposely dull 
their intelligence. 


"Pope addicts and hippies 
turn away from Ule. Retarded 
children don't have a choice 
yet these people destroy them- 
selves."

The 
stoppage was called in defiance 
of a presidential ban on strikes. 


The administration, shaken by 


the mounting opposition, an- 
nounced that it would permit a 
funeral demonstration today for 
Arce. The government closed 
high schools until further notice, 
and university 
students 
cut 


classes in preparation for the 
campus funeral for Arce, who 
they claimed was a victim of 
police bullets. 


At least 10,000 mourners lined 


up outside the university's main 
hall Wednesd£y,^igMras Arce's 
body was brought there to lie in 
state. 
Thousands more con- 


verged on the building during 
the night. Floral wreaths filled 
the hall. 


Police did not interfere al- 


though they maintained a guard 
at a discreet distance. 


Workers walked or bicycled to 


the campus in groups of 200 to 
300, carrying Uruguayan flags 
and wreaths. About 1,000 bank 
clerks marched down the 18th of 


tribute to the dead student. All 
clerks and administrative per- 
sonnel at the parliament build- 
ing joined in. 


The army reinforced its guard 


around Government House and 
other strategic posts in the capi- 
tal, but there were no disturb- 
ances. Student leaders circulat- 
ed orders to avoid disturbances 
until today. 


Student riots erupted last Fri- 


day after police raided the uni- 
versity, seeking clues to the ab- 
duction by a pro-Peking group 
of Ulises Pereira Reverbal, a 
leading presidential adviser and 
head of the telephone and power 
company.

Here is a warning for feen* 
agcrs. 


Intensive scientific research 
over the past 15 years indi- 
cates that loo much saturated 
fat from hamburgers, French 
fries, hot dogs and whole milk 
and two eggs for breakfast 
every day may predispose 
them to a heart attack at 40 or 
50. 
• 


So warns Fredrick J. Stare, 


M.D., chairman of Harvard 
University Department of Nu- 
trition. "There is increasing 
evidence that our 500,000 an- 
nual heart attack victims do 
not succumb to what they eat 
in their 50s or 60s. No, the 
susceptibility started in their 
earlier years. As adolescents 
they probably ale the typical 
American diet heavy in satu- 
rated fats and cholesterol," he 
explains. 


Diet, of course, is not the 


sole answer to warding off 
heart disease. Smoking too 
much, too little exercise, over- 
weight and eating too much 


are also involved. But dfit is 
largely im^oftfiRt. frit dart- 
gerous elements are both sat- 
urated fats and cholesterol, 
Stare repeals. 


The saturated fats are pri- 


marily milk fat (which in- 
eludes butler, most cheeses, 
and ice cream) and meat fat. 
On the other hand, the poly- 
unsaturated fats which tend to 
lower the blood cholesterol 
are mainly liquid vegetable 
oils, such as Safflower, Soy 
bean, corn and cottonseed. 


Beef, lamb and pork are 


high In saturated fats. Egg 
yolk is the most potent source 
of cholesterol. These popular 
foods often contain both satu- 
rated fats and cholesterol* 


Cholesterol is the joker. The 


human body itself creates cho- 
lesterol, but it creates more 
cholesterol out of saturated 
fats. This excess is likely to 
form deposits in the lining of 
blood vessels, thus narrowing 
them. The narrowing of the 
coronary arteries can ulti- 
mately cause a blockage by a 
clot. When that happens, you 


have a fitflft atfstsft. 
f fie gr&ttoal aeeomuiat i»ft of 


Frederick J, Store, M,D, 


fat in the arteries Is medically 
known as atherosclerosis. We 


fcnw it can begin to de- 


velop very esrly in nfe, 


Wdsl recent- ffietfical ft- 
search indicates that during 
the rapid growth period of be- 
fweerj 13 and 18 years the 
tendency to accumulate cho- 
lesterol Is heightened. This is 
added evidence that the diet 
of adolescents can play a v;-af 
part in preventing later heart 
attacks, this Harvard nutri- 
tionists points out. 


What changes should an 


adolescent make? Stare sug- 
gests cutting down, not out, on 
beef, lamb and pork, eating 
only the lean meat, not the fat. 
Go in for more veal. It has 
less fat. Enjoy more chicken 
and turkey, They have less fat 
and that fat is less saturated. 
Try fish, but not s h e l l f i s h , 
more often, Cut down on eggs. 
Two or three a week, not two 
every morning, are enough for 
safety. Persuade your mother 
to switch from serving you 
whole milk to skim or low-fat 
milk, Ask her to use safflower, 
corn or cottonseed oil in cook- 
ing, spreads and in dressings. 


Our food technologists can 


; emove soffit of tfte saturated 
fat, and replace n witft poly- 
ufisaturated fat without chang- 
ing taste, from cake mixes, 
milk, ice cream, cream sauce, 
soups and many other popular 
fodds. Harvard's nutrition de- 
partment co-operated in a 
massive research p r o j e c t 
which resulted in over m new 
foods With less saturated fats, 
alf the way from hot dogs to 
chocolate sauce. Although only 
experimental, t h e s e foods 
could sell at popular prices. 


A Norwegian cardiologist, 


Paul Leren, M.tx, recently 
completed a five-year study of 
diets low in saturated fats and 
cholesterol. He found that even 
oft 3 low cholesterol level diet 
that it look over two years 
before the diet began to in- 
fluence heart attack rates. 
When men were over 60 the 
diet produced no significant 
effect. These studies stress the 
long time needed to achieve 
any significant result, no mat- 
ter how good the diet. 


"This is just one more bit 


of evidence that the sooner 
you start altering your diet—
